As has 
been stated, the town of Dahlonega 
on a straight line, is but about 
eight miles from Chattanooga; and 
yet to get there, we were obliged 
to travel 230 miles, This brought 
strongly to our minds the idea 
that a railroad from Chattanooga 
to Dahlonega would be ono of the 
most profitable things for the peo- 
ple of Chattanooga to advocate at 
the present time. It would pene- 
trate eighty miles of undeveloped 
country, rioh in timber, gold and 
iron ore, iron pyrites, etc., and 
open a new market for the coal of 
the Chattanooga district where, at 
present, mills are operated by 
water power or steam generated 
by wood, because they cannot ob- 
tain cheap coal. Such a railroad 
would enter the county seat of 
Lumpkin county, -Ga., where one 
of the state colleges is attended by 
over 200 students, and there clearly 
ought to be no doubt that, if 
railroads anywhere are porfitable 
investments, the one from Chatta- 
nooga to Dahlonega would certainly 
prove a bonanza. There are indi- 
tions that the tide of golp.seekers 
hieh has already started toward 
North Georgia will soon force the 
construction of a roil road inlo 
Dahlonega, either from Atlanta or 
Chattanooga. The city that is

and constitutional rights. Under 
the compact of 1787, the Southern 
states undoubtedly, in Mr. Butle; 
opinion, had a right to withdra 
from the Union. He was inclined 
to think the compact was not right 
but it was a compact and ought to 
haye been respected. Mr. Butler 
said that his own state of North 
Carolina fully and completely 
recognized the right of South Caro- 
lina to withdraw from the Union, 
but decided .herself not to with 
draw. It was not until forced to 
defend herself did North Carolina 
vote to withdraw, together with 
her sister Southern states. This, 
Butler said, was true of a 
majority of the Southern states. 
They had been forced by the 
Northern states to take up arms in 
self-defense. "Every gun fired by 
Southern soldier," declared Mr. 
Butler, 'was fired in self-defense of 
the constitutional rights of the 
Southern states and in defense of 
his home and fireside." 



Further along Mr. •Butler „said, 
speaking of the war of the r 
lion: 

"It .was a most unnecessary war. 
The Southern states did not desire 
the war. They asked only to be 
allowed to exercise their constitu- 
tional rights aud withdraw peace- 
fully from the Union. The South 
was .right and history will so 
record.. The ijouth knew she was 
right at ,t,he time and she knows it 
now. J,t lis ithe .duty of the ' South- 
ern peopjlenqt to permit ,a preju- 
diced hudo/ m>ti brand their faths 
e.rs and brothers m rebels .aod jt'ra- 
tors. w 

He believed that the states 
where soldiers were being pension- 
ed would not object to the pension- 
ing of the ex-Confederate soldisrs. 




State School Commissioner 

Glenn Still Hard at 

Work. 

The public school teachers of 
the state of Georgia are the poor^ 
est paid people on earth," says 
School Commissioner Gleen. 

Professor Glenn says the people 
will not allow their salaries to be 
further cut, and he does not antic- 
ipate any trouble in preventing 
the decrease in wages. 

In the state of New York the 
lady teachers get salaries as high 
as $2,500 a year and the men $3,- 
000. In Illinois the women get as 
high as $2,00 s a year, and here they 
get less than $6p0j barely enough 
to liyeon, 

The school commissioners are 
now making.an effort tp. get each 
county to add* to. the state appro- 
priation by local taxation.. 

None of the- country schools 
luve a prospect fop- more than five 
months of schooling this year, un- 
less the citizens agree to local taxa- 
tion. There arc but four counties 
in the state who have adopted this 
system. They are Bibb, Rich- 
mond, Chatham and Glenn. Har- 
alson and Dooly are about to come 
into line. 

Prior to the last session of the 
legislature it was necessary to get 
the appropriation of two grand ju- 
ries in immediate succession tc 
have a vote on whether or no there 
be local taxation tor public sohools. 
The law is now so amended that 
the sanction of two grand juries is 

ly necessary. It does not re- 
quire that they be in succession. 

Professor Glenn is going to 
spend considerable time in going 
about explaining the situation to 
grand juries and getting them to 
call for local elections on this 
school matter. 

Last year the country schools 
vcragedsix and a half months, 
and the commissioner says that 
now instead of reducing the time 
to five months the limit should be 
x tended to about eight months.

SOUTHERN RAILWAY. 
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The Agreeable Woman.

Dahlonega is only about eighty 
miles from Chattanooga on a 
straight line. It is as near Chat- 
tanooga as Atlanta, and the com- 
merce of that section .ought to 
come to Chattanooga by all means. 
Already Atlanta is planning to 
build a railroad to the place, while 
Chattanooga it is not awake to the 
importance of the question. 

There is much for Chattanooga 
to gain in such a connection. The 
first consideration would be the 
development of the gold fields, to 
which there is already starting a 
great tide of prospectors. A road 
from Chattanooga to Dahlonega 
w,o«l(i pass through territory now 
that employs at least 500 hands in 
gold mining, and which will soon 
be working 10,000 in getting out 
the gold ore and milling it. These 
mills are run by water power or 
steam generated by wood. With 
a railroad to the section from 
Chattanooga, a market would be 
opened up for the coal of Chatta- 
nooga district, and the gold ol 
Dahlonega would flow into this 
city as that of Cripple Creek 
does into Colorado Springs. 
But the gold is not all. 
Within five miles of Dahlonega 
there is iron pyrites in abundance, 
and of a grade that is worth as 
much as the pyrites now imported 
from Spain into the cities of this 
country where fertilizer is made. 
While on a tour of this section the 
News representative met a travel- 
ing man connected with an Atlanta 
fertilizer storks, who said that the 
Atlanta people are about to take 
i steps to build a railroad line into 
the Dahlonega district, in order to 
get the benefit of the immense de - 
posits of iron pyrites. He said 
that Atlanta alone uses 200,000 
tons of the pyrites annually, im- 
porting it from Spain and paying 
ton for it laid down in Atlan 
The Dahlonega pyrites, said 
he, is of as pure quality as that of 
Spain, and with a railroad to the 
property it could be laid down 
much more conveniently than the 
Spanish pyrites. Cn account of

It will be news to many of the 
readers of the Nugget to know 
that Rey.

The case of Rev. W. G. Spen- 
cer who petitioned the ordinary to 
change the district line in Frog 
Town so as to cut off a lot of his 
land into Porter Springs district, 
came up for a hearing before 
Judge Tate last Monday, who de- 
cided against Mr. Spencer. There 
was a counter petition gotten up 
by Tax Collecter Sargent who re- 
sides in FrogTo,w*i district where 
the stock law is not wanted by a 
majority of her citizens. He em- 
ployed Col. Price to represent his 
side of the question. The first 
thing that an ordinary has got to 
do is to see whether a change in a 
district line would benefit more 
than it would injure, and Judge 
Tate could not see where it would 
in this case. Besides this he based 
his decision upon one made by the 
Supreme Court which says that 
there is so appealing from an ordi 
nary's decision in such matters 
and adds that the people can elect 
another ordinary next time who if 
they wish can have a line changed 
back, besides it must be the w/ish 
of a majority of the citizens of the 
district for such changes to be 
made. This will put an end to 
changing district lines in our coun- 
ty we hope as it would always re- 
sult in more expense than profit 
to both sides and be before the or- 
dinary every four years.

It is one in which 
every man, woman and even little 
children are interested, for it effects 
the whole people ofrihe district one 
w&y or the other— the poor man it 
will injure and the rich one it will 
benefit, if it is the voice -of the 
people to haye It to go into effect. 
The people of this district are not 
the only ones interested but those 
throughout the county, for if it 
carries in this district it will not be 
g before it makes its way into 
the other districts where it is not 
already in force. 

There are numbers of poor peo- 
ple in town that are barely able to 
winter a cow now who will be com- 
pelled to dispose of them should 
the stock law carry. Besides this 
here are scores of poor people in 
Lumpkin county who have noths 
ng to eat while making their little 
crops except milk and butter with 
their small quantity of bread. If 
the stock law carries they will 
have neither milk nor butter which 
will certainly bring hunger and 
distress to them and their families. 
You gentlemen who have within 
past few years been blessed 
with plenty, enabling you to accu 
misdate a£ew lots .or hundred acres 
of land should not object to your 
neighbor, who has been less fortu- 
nate than you, letting his cow go 
on your property and pick the 
grass from the hills and swamps, 
hich, if you refuse by your bal- 
lots being cast against, it next 
Wednesday, wait cause many a little 
child to cry for milk, and the grass 
will come and go, not benefit ing you 
nor any one else a single cent in any 
manner. Seriously think over this 
matter ; aed harden not your hearts 
against the poor class of people.

Farmers Will but Stand Kiim 
and Diversify Croi>s. 

Atlanta, Feb. 1. 
It is to be regretted that many of our 
farmers are almost in despair at the 
outlook ahead of them, and numbers of 
them (particularly of the tenant class) 
are talking of abandoning the farms 
and seeking employment in the cities. 
This would be a fatal move to the great 
majority of those who might try it. The 
cities are already overcrowded with peo- 
ple who cannot obtain regular work, 
and additional numbers would only ag- 
gravate this already bad condition. Re- 
member how your fathers acted at the 
close of the war, 34 years ago. Return- 
ing as they did to ruined homes, with- 
out money, without credit, many of 
them broken down in health, they went 
to work with the same resolution and 
bravery that had enabled them for four 
years to resist the overwhelming armies 
of the north, and out of that ruin they 
built up a great state, and in a measure 
restored their shattered fortunes. You 
are sons of those heroic sires, and should 
not be daunted by difficulties no greater 
than they met and overcame. Industry 
and economy are bound to 
they did after the war. 

AVhile the results of last year's opera- 
tions have in very many 
couraging, let us not lose heart, but 
with redoubled energy and with re- 
newed hope let us strive for better re- 
sults this year. "Where there is a will, 
there is a way," and if we earnestly de- 
sire to be rid of the despotic rule of 
"king cotton," we can certainly find 

dawn of better times coining for our 
farmers. With the reports of largely 
increased seeding of small gi 
many flour mills being erected in the 
■tate (the largest in the south, now 
about completed in Atlanta, which will 
oonsume 5,000 bushels of wheat and syrup. 
3,000 bushels of corn daily, and will fur- 
nish a cash market at railroad stations 
for grain); of packing houses being es- 
tablished, that stand ready to purchase 
every fat hog and beef that we will 
raise, I am sure there is reason for the 
"faith within me" that Georgia has 
reached the last milestone on the 
.downward road to poverty, and will from 
this point, steadily, and I hope rapidly, 
advance towards the goal of prosperity 
and independence. Do not be deceived 
if as planting time approaches the men 
who control the prices of cotton, permit 
it to advance a little in value. They 
want a large crop planted and are even 
now getting anxious, because of the 
prospective decrease in acreage. You 
have been caught by this attractive bait 
in former years, and experience should 
teach you to recognize and avoid it now. 
Don't forget the caution that I gave in the 
January letter, viz: to repel the thought, 
that because your neighbors will plant 
less cotton you will plant more in hope 
of better prices. This is most danger- 
ous ground to take, for if generally 
adopted, the logical result would be an 
enormous crop, with still lower prices. 
I know that advice on this line is sel- 
dom appreciated, but being a farmer of 
long experience, I deem it my duty to 
put the matter plainly before my brother 
farmers, hoping that good may result 
from it. If my advice given last month 
has been followed, the fences on our 
farms have been repaired; new terraces 
run off and old ones mended where nec- 
essary; many compost heaps have been 
made; as the weather permitted, much 
grain has been seeded, and the prepara- 
tion of the ground for other crops is 
fairly under way. 

While the season for wheat sowing 
past, there is still time to plant oa 
this being probably the best spring 
month for that purpose. As the period 
for rooting and growth of the crop be- 
comes shorter as the the season advances, 
it necessarily follows that the land 
seeded to oats during this month should 
be richer, and if possible better pre 
parod, than land seeded in the fall. The 
root growth of the spring sown oa 
not be as great as when seeded 
fall, therefore if a good crop is expected 
from the spring planting, there m 
more available plant food in thi 
You also need a variety of oats th< 
mature quickly, and I known of 
better than the "Burt." While they 
do not yield as heavily as some othe: 
varieties, they mature very early auc 
seldom rust. Do not fail to put in i 
good acreage in oats while there is still 
time to do so, for you aro likely to need 
them badly next summer, and you could 
have no better feed for your work stock. 

In the southern part of thi 
planting should commence before this 
month expires, particularly o 
lauds of that section. These 1; 
up earlier than do the gray ', 
can therefore be planted from ten days 
to two weeks sooner. Don't make the

, however, prefer shelling 
the peas, and in that case the planting 
should be done two to three weeks later. 
Some good farmers will doubtless 
differ with me in regard to such early 
planting of the above mentioned crops, 
but from long observation of results I

crop gives the heaviest yield. Great 
should be used in the selection of 
corn, as there is such a large 
of damaged corn this season, 
much of which is hard to detect with- 
out careful examination. Many perfect 
looking ears have a rotten cob, with 
the germ of the grain discolored and 
dead. You cannot be too careful in 
this matter of selecting seed, as the en- 
tire success of your crop depends on it. 
In the middle and upper portions of tho 
state the same general directions for 
planting will apply, save that the """ 
for pi; -=- 
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g gets later and later 
Dountry, until there is fully a 
month's difference between the two ex- 
tremes of the state. When the moun- 
tain section is reached ground peas 
would hardly be a profitable crop, and 
field peas should be substituted for 
them. The advice as to 7 feet rows for 
corn, of course, applies only to uplands. 
The river and creek bottoms will bear 
much closer planting. 

Sugar cane should also be planted the 
last of this month. The ground should 
be deeply broken and well fertilized for 
this crop. If the stalks are long cut 
them in several pieces, and in planting 
let the pieces or the whole stalks lap, 
for one-third of their length. By this 
plan you will get a better stand. 

Commercial fertilizers are best for 
sugar cane, as stable manure heavily 
applied gives the syrup a dark color and 
an unpleasant taste. There is very lit- 
tle profit in making syrup ' 
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present; but if greater care were used, 
resulting in a fine article of syrup, and 
the same should be put up in half-gal- 
lon and gallon cans, attractively la- 
of ' beled, 1 believe can- growing could be 
made very profitable. The maple syrup 
from the north is put up in this way, 
and readily sells for high prices, though 
not a whit batter than our best cane

It is to be hoped that you have given 
ample care to your stock of various 
kinds during the severe weather through 
which we have passed. A good thick 
bed of straw or leaves, under shelter, is 
as much appreciated by your stock dur- 
ing cold and wet winter nights, as your 
own comfortable bed is by yourself. "A 
merciful man is merciful to his beast," 
and will provide for its wants, but many 
of our improvident farmers will permit 
their cows to stand all night in a wet lot, 
drawn up in fence corners, shivering 
with cold and hunger, while their hogs 
run around squealing for warmth and 
shelter, which they perhaps finally find 
iu the dust under some old outhouse. 
This picture is not overdrawn, but can 
be seen in every neighborhood in the 
state. There is no profit in such treat- 
ment of stock, and if you can take no 
better care of your animals, you had 
best sell them to some neighbor who 
will care for them. This mistreatment 
of stock is only one of the many curses 
brought upon us by the all- cotton craze, 
and will quickly disappear, when our 
people learn that there are many farm 
products that pay better than cotton. 

The excessive amount of wet weather 
that we have had during the past three 
months na<s very much delayed the 
work of the plow, but we must not on 
that account become impatient and 
plow our lands when too wet. This 
would bo almost certainly fatal to the 
crop that follows and might diminish 
tho' productiveness of such land for sev- 
eral years. The energetic farmer will 
always find plenty of work on his pli 
ig his attention, whether it 
dry, and nothing is gained by 
plowing the land when not in proper 
condition. 

This applies not only to the top soil, 
but the subsoil as well. Tho passage of 
the plow through either, when wet, 
will simply puddle the clay and render

There is a wheat field in Cali 
fornia containing 25,000 acres, 
near Clovis, Cal.

Mining Notes. 

Mr. Warner, of Chattanooga, 
he recently visited the gold fields 
of Lumpkin county, and had much 
port about their richness 
when he returned home was asked, 
If all the gold you tell about is in 
the ground at Dahlonega, why 
have not the gold hunters long be- 
fore now gotten it all out? Why 
hasn't the world known about it?" 
In reply he says, "I might gay 
that the gold of Cripple Creek and 
the Klondyke was in the ground 
6,000 years before the people 
found out about it. "But the ques- 
tion can be answered in a direct 
manner and very satisfactory," 
continued Mr. Warner. "Before 
thewar there was no method for 
anything in the way of getting gold 
except placer mining. The war 
came on and bankrupted the south. 
The United States government 
opened up the western country, 
and the tide of emigration began 
flowing that way. The tide has 
now turned, and with the introduc- 
tion of machinery to handle the 
andsaye95per cent, of the 
gold from them, there will be— in 
fact, has already begun— a revolu- 
tion in Southern gold mining. The 
difference between the west and the 
south in this respeet will be the 
difference between speculation and 
investment. The mills of the south 
e operating and will increase in 
their operations on a business prin- 
ciple as simple as taking corn to a 
grist mill to have it ground, and 
gold mining, in that respect, is 
put upon as high respectable, and 
certain basis as the mining and 
manufacture of iron, with a market 
for the product that is absolutely 
unalterable." 

Charles S. Marsland, of Man- 
chester, England, who spent about 
six months last year in the mining 
districts of Georgia principally in 
White and Lumpkin county, has 
arrived, in our town with his charm- 
ing wife and youngest son, Master 
Reginold. They are pleasantly lo- 
cated at the Hall Villa where they 
contemplate making a lengthy 
stay, as Mr. Marsland and some 
English friends are largely inter 1 * 
osted in mining properties in this 
section. Mr. Marsland has secur- 
ed a large and yaluable mining 
property consisting of about 3,000 
acres lying in the 15th district and 
1st section of Lumpkin county, 
and in the Dahlonega gold belt, 
coyering an era of about 2 miles 
square of 'the mining property, be- 
ing from four to six miles North 
east of Dahlonega. He has also 
secured the water righc of way for 
a ditch from Brights Creek and 
other streams which will afford 
sufficient water to do a large 
amount of hydraulic raining and 
will be of immense value for run- 
ning machinery in successfully 
working the mines in that section. 
The ditch has been surveyed by 
Hall Bros, of Atlanta, Ga., to car- 
ry water upon this mining proper 
ty which is about 13 miles long, 
and at the point where it reaches 
the gold bolt upon this property 
the water in the ditch has an ele - 
yation of 450 feet above the Ches- 
tatee riyer. The purposes of 
this party is at the earliest day to 
complete the ditch and to erect the 
most imptoved machinery for 
king the mines upon this prop- 
erty on a large scale. Mr. Mars- 
land has taken ore from many of 
the gold bearing yeins on the prop- 
erty and had 32 assays made in 
England and they showed an aver- 
age of 822.75 per ton.

It. Crandall, a noted chemist, and 
also by Mr. Goode, of Atlanta. 
W. S. Yeates, State Geologist, has 
also spent several days in examin- 
ing this property and has made as- 
says from the ore taken by him 
which showed good results. He 
has made a report and a map of 
this special property which is em - 
bodied in his official report to the 
State.

The State Entomologist shall have 
power to require any nurseryman of the 
state to fumigate his stock with hydro- 
cyanic acid gas, -when in his judgment, 
the presence of any pest in the nursery 
or in the neighborhood of the nursery 
warrants such treatment tox the better 
protection of the agricultural interests 
of the state. Upon the failure of any 
individual, firm, or corporation to corn- 
ply with this requirement, the State En- 
tomologist is hereby authorized to with- 
hold his cirtificate from the same. 

10. The State Entomologist is hereby 
authorized to publish in the form of 
bulletins, reports, or through the press 
of the state, any matter pertaining 
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Board of Entomology: 

List of dangerously injurious insects, 
fungous diseases and parasitic plant:

Santiago De Cuba, 
Feb. 12, 1899. 
Ed. Nugget:— 

If you will allow me 1 will write 
a few lines for the readers of your 
paper.

Well we are still in the misera- 
ble place called Santiago. Not 
fighting Spaniards but fighting fe- 
ver and chills. This is a terrible 
place. I want to tell you all if you 
can't speak Spanish you are not in 
it, and more than that I wish I 
was not in it. I mean Cuba. It 
would not be so hurtful if a man 
could haye his health. But oh this 
feyer. I can see the boys joking 
and having a nice time one 
hour and the next we Will haye to 
carry them to the hospital on 
stretchers, and 1 have been taken 
r a few times myself. Though 
it is a beautiful country to look at 
if you don't look too long. 

The thing that grieves me most 
is that I can't see no nice young 
American ladies. I went aboard 
the transport at Port Tampa Aug. 
21st, last year, and I have not had 
the pleasure of seeing an Ameri- 
can lady since. 

We have a lot of guard duty to 
perform, making it hard on us to 
haye to be up so much in the night 
and the sun is so warm in the day, 
but we are expecting 500 men from 
Ft. McPherson this week which 
will give us much relief. • 

We have lost several Lumpkin 
county boys here, among them be- 
ing John Bryson, a special friend 
of mine who 1 miss very much. He 
was a brave soldier and a good 
boy. 

Well I will say this to the boys 
of Lumpkin, never come to Cuba, 
and as soon as my time is out 1 
will return to her old red hills and 
be content digging gold.

LIGHT ON VARIOUS SUBJECTS 



Question.— I am a new comer tc 
Georgia and have just bought a farm ii: 
Cobb county. One field of about St 
aoras, fairly level, is covered with ; 
growth of young pines, and the land i: 
said to be worn out Can this land be re 
stored.and if so how? It has a clay subsoil 

Answer. —No laud in Georgia it 
"worn out," if it has a clay subsoil, and 
the top soil is not all washed away. By 
continuous planting of a single crop the 
plant food preferred by that crop may 
be so reduced in the soil that good re- 
sults can no longer be attained, 
a long succession of clean 
culture crops — such as cotton — might 
go exhaust the humus in the soil 
as to render it for the time being almost 
barren. Such conditions, however, do 
mean that the land is worn out by 
any means, for judicious cropping for a 
few years will make it fertile. My ad- 
vice is to cut down the pines at once 
and burn them on the land. Then 
break the ground close and deep, and 
afterwards harrow in a bushel of "Burt" 
> to the acre, harrowing in with the 
oats 200 pounds of a good, complete fer- 
tilizer. As soon as the oats are har- 
vested broadcast and plow in 4 to C 
pecks of field peas to the acre, turning 
under with the peas 200 pounds of aide 
phosphate and 100 pounds of kainit 
This will insure you a fine crop of peas 
and a good growth of vines. Gather 
the peas when ripe, but let the vine* 
remain upon the laud. About Nov. 1 
turn under the dead pea vinos and sow 
5 pecks of Georgia raised rve to the 
acre, to be turned under iu. , :•.- surmg 
before it runs up to head.

As a freeze will kill the Bermuda 
grass roots, you should at once oring 
them to the surface by running under 
them with a turning plow, just 
deep enough to get under tho 
roots. Alter a freeze, harrow the 
ground thoroughly and sow in oats, 
the "Burt" variety being preferable at 
this late date in the season. As soon as 
you harvest the oats, sow down in cow 
peas at rherateof five to six pecks to the 
acre. The grass roots that escaped the 
freeze will be so shaded through the 
spring and summer by the oats and pea- 
vines that most of them will die 
out and the remainder will be very 
much enfeebled. Bright suushine is 
essential for a vigorous i rowth of this 
pr.iss, and continuous shade results in 
its.
